R. B..Owens, of the Provincial 
Board of Health, wrote enclosing copy 
of the report of Inspector Williams, 
sanitary inspector, who recently vis- 
{ted Red Deer and made an inspection 
in company with city sanitary officer 
Streatfield. ‘Tha report showed, bde- 
sides a general inspection of the 
streets and lanes of the city, an in- 
Bpection of the following places- of 
buiness, namely: The Gaetz, Wash- 
burn and Hill livery barns, W. E. 
Lord, Brumpton & Gaetz and “Me- 
Larty tie sheds, the Streatch and Rob- 
inson dairies, G. W. Ball, Michener, 
and Wilson & Teasdale butcher shops 


and the Wilson &,Teasdale slaughter 
house, Red Deer Dairy Products and 
Red Deer Creamery, Chinese taun- 
dries, B. Dennett and V. Hedley pool 
rooms, Arlington ‘and Atberta hotels, 
Commercial, Union, Rex and Empire 
Cafes, Stone’s, Kingsett’s, Ross’s and 

iltshire ice cream parlons, and the 
C.P.R. station. The report -was 
favorable in every respect and com- 
plimented the city, and especially 
}Chief Streatfleld. It was the best re- 
port that the city has ever had. 

Red Deer Grocery Co. wrote, point- 
ing out in recent heavy rains the base- 
ment of their warehouse would have 
flooded if they had not removed the 
gratings over the adjacent manhole, 
and asking for an improvement. Com- 
missioner Stephenson advised the 
Counci} that a grating had been put in 
with larger holes. 

City Engineer Dawe reported that

res. The cost of constructing the - 
‘bridge and-road ‘would be about $900.- 
00. Council felt that something 
should be done on the road and bridge 
this year, but as there.was- a small 
Council in attendance, and~a survey 
would have to be made in any event, 
they laid the matter over to another 
meeting. 

City Solicitor Payne reported to the 
meeting in connection with the appli- 
cation pending before the Public Util- 
ities Commission in respect to the 
Western General Electric Company. ~ 
He was authorized to withdraw the 
former application and to proceed-at 
once with the application as outlined 
by him, and copy of which he submit- 
ted. This application set out in de- 
tail the arbitration proceedings held 
in 1908 between the Company and the 
Corporation, the agreement with the 
Company when the street lighting was 
altered, and alleged reaches of the 
agreement and award by the Com- 
pany. The commission will be asked 
to reduce the meter rate, increase the 
discount rate, reduce the minimum 
charge that is in effect at the present 
time, abolish the meter rental, reduce 
the charge for street lighting and to 
preclude the Company from demand- 
ing ‘a deposit before installation of 
lighting as at present. The City also 
ask that the Company be prevented 
from using obsolete material for 
wiring or connections, that they use 
only experienced workmen and that a 
steady pressure he maintained suffi- 
cient togcarry water to all parts of thd 
water system.

Seed Grain Inspection 


The seed branch of the Dominion 
government will in future take over 
the field inspection work for the 
registered seed grain production, 
which work has hitherto been done 
by the provincial department of 
agriculture and the university. Far- 
mers will be charged for this inspec- 
tion at one-half the actual cost. There 
are now, it is estimated, about 700 
growers of registered seed in the 
province, which is a great increase in 
the past two years. 


Uniform Game Laws 


Uniformity of the game laws of the 
four western provinces was discussed 
during the past week by representa- 
tives of all the governments at a 
conference held in Winnipeg. 


Floods Cause Road Trouble-

SUMMERFALLOW 


(Issued from Experimental Farm, 
Indian Head). 


The object of summerfailowing is 
primarily to store moisture for the 
use of the crop the following year, and 
this point must be kept in mind in 
the treatment of the soll. 

The practice of plowing early in 
June arises from the necessity of 
keeping down weeds, which usually 
have not, made very high growth by 
this time of year, also such ploughing 
leaves the ground in good condition 
to absorb the moisture from the rains 
which are genera! at this period. If 
ft is impossible to get plowing cem- 
pleted early enough to control the 
weeds it will ‘be better fo use the cul- 
tivators, to destroy the weeds before 
plowing, than to plow part and let 
them grow unchecked on the remain- 
der untit plowing can be completed. 

‘Some summerfallows in the Indian 
Head district, as well as in other plac- 
es, have been handled entirely by 
cultivating, and not been plowed at 
all; but more comparative experi- 
mental work must be: done to deter- 
mine whether this method will give 
equally good results over a number of 
years, in comparison with a well 
plowed fallow, before a definite decis- 
ion may ‘be given as to its value. 

if the summerfallow has been well 
plowed early in June the question of 
cultivation to controh weed growth 
is the only factor which need be con- 
sidered. The disc harrow is not a 
good implement to-use for this pur- 
pose, as it has a decided tendency to 
render the. soil too fine, and, there- 
fore, liable to damage from drifting. 
The cultivator will controt the weed 
growth quite as well, and has _ not 
this disadvantage. Only sufficient 
cultivation should be given to keep 
the weeds in check in the case of 
annual weeds. By this is not meant 
keeping the fallow absolutely black 
all the time. If the weeds are allow- 
ed to get a fair start, and are then 
cultivated and destroyed, they are 
less likely to come a second time 
from the seed than is the case where 
the fallow is kept continually stirred. 

With- perennial, creeping-rooted 
weeds, such as couch grass or sow 


thistle, the procedure is necessarily 


different, as these plants must be pre- 
vented from securing a start at all, 
by bringing to the surface and tear- 
ing up the roots, so as to dry up and 
destroy them. The amount of culti- 
vation necessary will, therefore, de 

pend wholly on the nature of the || 
weed growth, andshould be just suffi- 
cient to keep {ft in control.

Ample moisture and good growing 
weather; serious hail damage confined 
to Southern Alberta. Edmonton Dis- 
trict: Prospects continue favourable;

A hail storm during 
week-end in Okotoks and@High River 
district caused considerable damage;

“POLITICAL ASS'N 


Elect Officers sed Hear Ad- 
édress from Mr. G. W. 
Smith, M.P.P. 


The Red Deer U.F.A. Political As- 
sociation met Tuesday evening at Red 
Deer, received financial and other re- 
ports, elected officers, and heard an 
address by Mr. G. W. Smith, M.P.P., 
interspersed in the latter part by some 
discussion. 

In the absence of Mr. Scott Hastie, 
Condor, the President, Mr. Harry Wal- 
luce, . Vice-President, occupied the 
chair. He briefly referred to the non- 
holding of the annual meeting last 
yeay, owing to untoward = circum- 
stances. Mr. Van Slyke'’s financial re- 
port showed that some $500 had been 
spent by- the organization in the Jast 
Provincial election, and they had $30 
on -hand. 

Election of officers resulted as fol- 
lows:—

President—H. Wallace 

Yirst Vice-President—H. Meeres 

Second Vice-PreSident—J. E. Oldford 

Sec’y-Treas.—R. A. Van Slyke

Buresh, Mrs. I’. B. Millar, A. Faucher, 
Mrs. B. Latam, A. L. McDonald, and a 
representative to be elected by the 
Rocky Mountain House local. 

Mr. Smith had planned meetings for 
July, but the rainy weather had affect- 
ved the roads so that he had decided to 
mect the locals in public meeting later. 
The 1923 session was a great contrast 
tu that of 1922, in that they were sub- 
jected to a carping, unfair, non-con- 
structive criticism by a Liberal op- 
position, mcst of them out to make 
party capital, if possible, and he cited 
instances of this. Mr. Smith bore tes- 
tlrnony tq the work of the Government 
ance to the sincerity and industry of 
the U.F.A. members. Dealing with 
finances, he quoted from the indepen- 
dent audit of 1921, which showed dir- 
ect Habilities of 66 millions, or $110 per 
head of population, and 52 millions of 
indirect labilities, or $87 per head of 
population, in all 118 millions of liab- 
flity. He recounted y number of un- 
productive investments, such as seed 
grain, cow bill, ete. He dealt with the 
Compulsory Wheat Board efforts, and 
hoped for a voluntary wheat board for 
this year’s grain. The latter part of 
his speech was devoted to the change 
in road policy, whereby the Govern- 
ment grants were not given to the 
member to distribute, but were hand- 
ed over to the M.D.s to be used on 
market roads, along with an equal 
umount from the M.D. The Govern- 
ment district engineer would co-oper- 
ute with the MD.s in getting the best 
results from this read expenditure. 
Mr. Pareels believed that) the M.1.s 
should have a freer hand in the spend - 
ing of this Government money and not 
be tied down in the expenditure by so 
many strings. Mr. Smith contended 
that the M.D. had a free hand except 
as to the matter of market roads, and 
a measure of supervision from the 
Government engineer. The matter of 
dragging ronds, the expenditure of the 
supplementary revenue tax, were dis- 
cussed by Mr. Meeres and others with 
Mr. Smith.

FRAUDULENT DEBTORS 


There must be 2 large number of 
persons in this country who have been 
compelled to say, at one time or ano- 
ther, ‘“‘So-and-so owes me money, and 
@ could get a judgment against him, 
but it would be no good, as he has 
nothing which is not covered by ex- 
emptions, or in his wife’s name.” 

There was a time when the law of 
England was practically the exact 
reverse of what the law of Alberta 
now ds. Then a wife could own no 
property independently of ‘her hus- 
band, and the husband could own 
nothing which was exempt from seiz- 
ure, not even his own liberty, for im- 
prisonment for debt was at that time 
allowed, and a very terrible thing it 
might be, as anyone who has read 
Dickens’ “Pickwick Papers” or “Little 
Dorrit” may remember. 

With us the law has now swung to 
the other extreme from the old Eng- 
lish law, until now it is difficult not 
to hold that the balance is set heart- 
ily in-favor or the fraudulent debtor. 

As things now stand there is noth- 
ing to prevent a solvent husband from 
transferring his assets to his wife 
before incurring heavy liabilities, and 
having incurred them, continuing to 
live comfortably on his wife’s bounty 
and snappmmg his fingers at his right- 
ful creditors. Of course, this is: sim- 
ply a fraud, but it is a fraud, which at 
present it is practically impossible to 
prevent. It is not suggested that a 
wife should be wholly prohibited from 
holding property independently of 
ber ‘husband and his debts, but it is 
suggested that transfers of property 
by a husband to his wife after mar- 
riage should be much more narrowly 
scrutinised than at present, and that 
where it gan be shown to the satis- 
faction of a competent court that 
while the nominal ownership is in 
the wife, the husband is in point of 
fact enjoying at least an equal right 
in the property, such property 
should be made subject to the hus- 
band’s debts. There would be nothing 
in this suggestion to prevent a hus- 
band making proper provision for his 
wife and children by a regular pre- 
marriage settlement or by a settle- 
ment made after marriage to trustees 
for her behoof, but the present frauds 
would to some extent at least be 
eliminated. 

It is the same with the exemptions 
law, which very often bears exceed- 
ingly hardly on small storekeepers 
and others who ‘have given credit 
more or less out of charity and find 
themselves unable to recover any- 
thing. Again it seems as if no harm 
would result if power were given to 
the courts to abolish these exemp- 
tions where adequate cause was 
shown for their doing so. 

Further, the criminal law as_ to 
obtaining credit by false pretences 
might ‘well stand some revision and 
stiffening. In particular there seems 
to be need of a method of dealing ade- 
quately with the individuals or com- 
panies who hire men to work for them, 
and after getting their services for 
various periods, fail from one reason 
or another to pay their wages. There 
seems little difference between some 
of thse cases and actual theft and the 
present law does not seem strong 
enough to deal with them. 

It does not appear to be generally 
realised how essential to a country’s 
commercial well-being it is that credit 
should stand high. A country where 
business has to be done on a cash bas- 
jis only is seriously handicapped by 
that fact, and yet inevitably that is 
the result, if through the state of the 
law or any other reason debtors do 
not pay their debts promptly. If it 
becomes the rule that a borrower will 
make every effort to evade payment, 
or the business debtor to escape set- 
tienrent, the only result will be that 
no one will lend or give credit. These 
matters adjust themselves in time 
anyhow, but the law can often help 
the adjustment on a healthy basis. 
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SMALL TOWN GOSSIP 


It is quite a common thing to hear 
people who live in any of our small 
towns or cities say to one another: 
“This is such a dreadful place for 
malicious gossip.” They usually agree 
th: : it is far far worse than any other 
place that they have ever been in, and 
the they settle comfortably down to 
consider wi.o is really the worst of- 
fender in the place. “Mrs. A, has 
such a spiteful tongue. Do you know 
what che said abont Mr. B.?” “Oh, 
my dear, how dreadful. Do vou really 
¢hink it is true?) Why, that's worse 


than the story they told about Mrs. 
C. last winter. Surely you remember 
that.” So it goes on. There is really 
no difference between one town and 
another in this respect, and indeed 
there does not seem to ibe much differ- 
ence between one country or one age 
and another. Any. who have read the 
poems of the Greek Theocritus writ- 
ten about the third century A.D., will 
remember a certain so-called “Idyll,” 
describing a pageant of fair in Alexan- 
dria, and the malicious gossip of the 
two ladies watching it with their 
children. It might have been written 
today of any town in Alberta. 

It is not necessary. It is not 
healthy, but it ds very human. “The 
proper study of mankind is man,” said 
Pope, and- most people seem to agree 
with him, even if they have never 
heard of him. Competition, too, is 


a general human tendency, and if we, 


cannot compete on an heroic scale or 
in a dramatic fashion, we must do so 
in other more modest ways. ‘We can- 
not be always racing neck and neck 
on foaming chargers in an endeavor 
to be the first to reach the enemy’s 
guns. Sometimes we must just try to 
take the shine out of Mrs. B’s new 
dinner dress, oriheat old F. at the con- 


, struction of illicit cocktails, and then 


naturally we must tell our friends all 
the thrilling details of the struggle. 
Hang it all, what else is there to talk 
about in this dead-and-alive hole? 
Now, if we were living in a big city, 
where there are ten moving picture 
theatres instead of our one, and 
where their public library has 20,000 
volumes to the 1,000 or so in ours (we 
haven't read a fourth of the books, 
but that doesn’t matter anyway), and 
where they have far more people to 
ask to dinner parties and bridge and 
dances than ‘we have here—if we had 
all these advantages, we could taik 
just as learnedly as any of these pro- 
fessor chaps, who gossip about the 
differential calculus and predestina- 
tion as offhandedly as we do about the 
way Mrs. X. has been spending her 
husband’s money at ‘the jewaller’s 
auction sale. We have the birds and 
the trees and the flowers much nearer 
athandthanthe city people, and we 
can get outdoor amusement more 
easily and cheaply than they can as 
a rule, but who wants to talk about 
birds and flowers'and nature? We are 
not children. (The late Artemus Ward 
used sometimes to put a bracket in 
his writings with the words “This is 
wrote sarkastik,” but we scorn to 
suggest any lack of intelligence on 
the part of our readers, so we do not 
put any bracket in at all). 

Perhaps, after all, the small town 
gossip is no worse than the city gos- 
sip, and perhaps neither of them is 
necessary. If we tried saying only 
kindly things about our neighbours, 
conversation would get so deadly dull 
that we should simply have to find 
wider interests to think and talk 
about. We might be all the better for 
it in the end.

THE FUTURE OF F 
MOVING PICTURES 


At the present time the moving pic- 
ture theatre is a recognized part of 
the social life of the civilized world. 
It has become a great Industry with 
much capital invested dn it. Its rise 
has been exceedingly rapid It is 
sometimes suggested that it is merely 
a passing fad, destined to decline as 
rapidly‘as it has risen. At other 
times it has been suggested that it 
will kill the older theatres, the 
theatre of living and speaking actors, 
by reason of the cheaper prices which 
it can charge its patrons. 

It is impossible to prophesy what 
the developments of science may 
bring about. We may all sit in our 
homes and see plays performed be- 
fore our eyes by means of wireless 
machines, just as we can sit there 
now and listen to men speaking thous- 
ands of miles away. The moving pic- 
ture, however, is only one phase of an 


enduring human characteristic—the 
enjoyment of a story. From the be- 
ginning of time the human race has 
loved to hear a story told or to see a 
story acted before their eyes. The 
bard or harpist of early days chanting 
his tales of dead heroes, the sailor in 
the public house or saloons spinning 
his yarns, the novelist writing his 
{magined adventures, the actors on 
the stage or the screen are all doing 
the same tthing—telling a story in one 
way or another. The speaking stage 
is the most vivid means of telling a 
story, but its limitations of space 
and scenery put it in one way at a 
disadvantage as against the moving 
picture, just as the real flesh and 
blood presence of the actors give it 
an advantage, which it would prob- 
ably retain even if the muchalked- 
of “moving and talking pictures” be- 
come a reality. The doers in the 
world always outnumber the listeners 
or the spectators, and yet all men in 
their hearts would like to be doers, 
if they had the opportunity ,or the 
strength or the courage, and so they 
listen eagerly to the story told or 
watch intently the story acted. Fash- 
fons instories vary from age to age, 
and the manner of their telling varies 
also. Sometimes they are told in 
exaggerated, unnatural] fashion. Some- 
times reality and close adherence to 
truth are almed at. Yet in one fash- 
ion or another the story persists and 
claims its willing Hsteners. 

It has been suggested that the mov- 
ing picture theatre has an attraction 
for some people by reason of its 
darkness and silence as well as its 
cheapness. The tired housewife of 
the crowded factory cities, for in- 
stance, finds there a peace which she 
gets nowhere else, and an entertain- 
ment which demands a minimum _ of 
mente, eMfyrt. Young.folks for whom 


to brighten, find the moving picture]: 


theatre an improvement on _ the 
small-brother-haunted - parlour. or the 
evening service in the. ~gloomy ..old 
cathedral. Fér‘such'no home cinema 
will oust the public. theatre ‘from its 
popiilarity, and it may hold its ~own 
for a long time to come.

NEIGHBORS 


Of interest to our readers, in view 
of the national birthdays just passed, 
will be the following editorial out of 
the Youth’s Companion, published in 
Boston : ‘ 

“Americans may well extend to -th 
people across the northern frontier 
their heartiest congratulations on the 
healthy expansion of their ‘country. 
There is, and can be, no jealousy in 
our hearts, for in the prosperity of the 
Dominion there is nothing for us but 
benefit. 

It is real prosperity of the sort that 
in the forties and fifties was “making 
the United States great. The country 
is filling wp with immigrants of the 
best class, such as were then coming 
in swarms to the United (States. The 
population is moving ‘west and taking 
up land. The new Canada already 
furnishes much of the wheat on which 
the Old World depends. 

Manufacturing, 'too, is doing for 
Canada ‘what it did for us a half cen- 
tury or more ago. The transportation 
lines of the Dominion are already 
magnificent and are steadily improv- 
ing. No other railway project was 
ever more daring than tthe building 
of a line through the wilderness al- 
most at the northern limit of possible 
human habitation, to the shores of 
Hudson Bay, to open for a few months 
of the year the shortest route from 
the grain-fields of the West to Euro- 
pean markets. 


Canada is under free institutions— 
self-governed and well-governed. It 
has bred a body of public men of abil- 
ity and high character. Americans 


may not appreciate the worldly wis- , 


dom that leads Canadians to cHng to 
the British connection; but they can 
appreciate the sentiment behind their 
willingness to forego the last rights 
of complete sovereignty in their pride 
as a part of the British Empire, for 
there is now no material benefit for 
them in the connection. Once the 
statesmen of the Dominion might 
have regarded separating from the 
empire as sacrificing protection that 
they needed. Now,df any duty remains, 
it rests on Canada to help England. 
The child looks naturally to shelter 
and ‘protection at the hands of a par- 
ent; when it {s grown up ffillal affec- 
tion holds it true to its allegiance. 

History can be searched in vain for 
@ paraliel ‘to the relations, physical 
and political, between Canada and the 
United States. There has never been 
another such stretch of unguarded 
boundary between two countries, 
never two peoples living side by side 
for so long a period in entire har- 
mony and good feeling. It is all 'the 
more remarkable when we consider 
that the two peoples are_almost abso- 
lutely alike in everything except that 
one of them cherishes a sentimental 
allegiance to the British crown. A 
stranger alighting from the air in a 
town in New York or Ontario would 
need to inquire in which country he 
was; for the houses, the people and 
the modes of life are identical.

RED -DEER- 


OPENS THIS YEAR 


ON SEPT, {STH. | 


Season Is Fortnight Later Than For- 
merly; Game Is Scarce This Year 


September 1 will not be “zero hour” 
this’ year for Alberta sportsmen to 
open wp a barrage of shotguns and 
blunderbusses, and promiscuous per- 
ambulators of the countryside ‘will not 
stand a risk of getting their “plus 
fours” charged with duckshot until 
the fifteenth of that month, as accord- 
ing to the game regulations for. 1923 
just issued.\by ‘Chief Game Guardian 
Benjamin ‘Lawton the open season 
for ducks ‘and geese will not com- 
mence until September 15. After that 
date and untit December 14 hunters 
will beyventitled to take the full limit 
of two hundred for the season with a 
maximum for any one day of thirty. 

This setback in the date of com: 
mencem€nt although appearing some- 
what harsh is entirely necessary as 
there has been a big falling off in 
the numbers of ducks in the province 
during the last two years, and observ- 
ers’ reports from the breeding grounds 
this year state that flocks will ‘be 
small, although some families of 
ducklings are already swimming the 
lakes and sloughs. 

Chicken and Partridge 


The season for prairie chicken and 
partridge opens on October 15 until 


the end of the month, with a limit of |. 


fifty for the season or ten per day. 
October .has ‘been declared open seas- 
on for tthe little Hungarian partridge, 
but an order-in-council was passed on 
June 22 declaring a closed season in 
areas north of the Battle ‘River in or- 
der to give what few of these that 
have been released a chance to in- 
crease before excessive shooting tak- 
es place. 

Rails, coots, black-bellied plover, 
golden plover, Wilson snipe and yel- 
low legs are open from September 15 
to December 14, and crows, eagies, 
hawks, blackbirds, English sparrows, 
loons, cormorants, pelicans, and mag: 
ples can be shot all the year round. 


Game Law Amendments 


Some new amendments ‘have ‘Deen 
made to the Game Act: 

Section 17a states that no person 
shall hunt, trap, take, shoot at, wound 
or kill any fur-bearing animal without 
first obtaining a license to do so. The 
cost of such license shall be two dol- 
lars and may be issued ‘by the minister 
or such persons as he may authorize 
to issue licenses, provided, however, 
that any person may hunt, trap, take, 
shoot at, wound or kill any fur-bear- 
ing animal on his own land without 
any such license. 

Section 18a deals with cold storage 
and states: No person, firm or com- 
pany shall engage in the business o} 
cold storage- of game except under 
the authority of a-license so to do and 
subject to such regulations as may be 
adopted by sthe lieutenant-governor 
in council. 

Furdealers are ‘warned in section 
41 that no person, firm, company or 
corporation shall,.engage in, carry 
on, or be concerned in, the business 
of trading in, buying or selling, or 
trafficking in, the skins or pelts of 
any fur-producing animal, or of any 
animal protected by this act, without 
first securing a license for dhat Da

President read the following report:— 
Gentlemen:— 

. 1 have much pleasure in reporting a 
“very successful year for the Central 
Alberta Live Stock Shipping Associ- 
ation. The success Hes not so much 
in the volume of live stock shipped or 
sold by this Association, as in the 
fact that it has rendered a very real 


them many thousands of dollars which 
would have gone into the pockets of 


been in existence. This Association 
has demonstrated the fact that the co- 


stock and other farm products by the 


method of disposing of the products of 
the farm. In this statement I include 
every product, even wheat. 

So far we have made but a small 
beginning in a few lines. This Associ- 
ation is still in its infancy. ‘I look 
forward to the time when we will be 
handling all the live and dressed poul- 
try, the eggs and cream produced in 
the district tributary to the City of 
Red Deer. 

Our present economical situation 
renders it imperative that we pro- 
ducers get every dollar and every 
penny which is legitimately possible 
of the value of our products on the 
markets of the world. 

It is possible that there is an ele- 
ment of truth in what aur cities have 
been saying: that we as a class have 
been expecting too much from govern- 
ments which we have elected, and 
perhap$ we have censured other gov- 
ernments too severely, blaming them 
for conditions which we had means of 
rectifying. If we could work together 
in building up co-operative selling in- 
stitutions such as this until we had 
control of our products, we would ac- 
complish far more than any govern- 
ment, Grit or Tory, or even Progres- 
sive, could possibly do for us. 

This Association is of more value to 
the farming community of this district 
than the U.F.A. Government is, or 
even a Wheat Board could be. This 
statement may sound far fetched, but 
I believe it to be the truth. 

The U.F.A. Government's hands are 
tiled; they are burdened by a legacy of 
debt handed to them by their  pre- 
decessors. They must perforce tax us 
and just as heavily as ever to meet 
interest on that debt. 

The Wheat Board may be all right 
for a year or two, but a8 soon as a 
change of Government took place our 
Wheat Board might go a fleeting and 
our last condition would be worse than 
our first. 

But in this Association we have the 
power proportionately to control our 
own products independent of any out- 
side agency. There is no limit to the 
possibilities of organizations like these 
save the control of all the farm pro- 
ducts of the world by the producers 
themselves to whom that control 
rightly belongs. 

Vice-President H. Meeres, and three 
Directors, Messrs. H. Wallace, G. W. 
Smith, M.P.P., and R. J. Murray, mado 
brief reports on their year’s work, the 
fourth Director, Mr. J. E. Lundberg, 
not being present.

I-beg to present to you my_ report 
covering. our operations from April 24, 
1922, to July 3, 1923.

United Grain Growers, and from April 


In April, 1923, the- Association was 

shipping stock from the _ following 
points—Red Deer, Sylvan Lake, Con- 
dor -(occasionally). 
. Today the. Assocfation ships regu- 
larly from these -points—Red Deer, 
Penhold, Sylvan Lake, Benalto, Eck- 
ville, Hespero, Condor, abABEs, and 
Leslieville. 

We also propose to enlarge our field 
along the Canadian’ National route, 
viz., Elspeth and Joffre. 

Last Christmas we ventured lute a 
new field of operations by making a 
shipment of dressed turkeys. This 
was more or less an experiment, but 
was so successful that we propose to 
continue with this line. In March last 
we also handled a carload of live poul- 
try; this again was an_ experiment. 
We paid the local price to the ship- 
pers at the time of delivery, and were 
able to. make a substantial second pay- 
ment when the returns were available. 
The prices finally paid were: 16 cents 
per pound for pullets and cockerels; 10 
cents per pound for hens; 20 cents per 
pound for turkeys. 

The best local price on anything at 
that time was 8 cents. The returns 
would have been considernbly better 
but for the fact that the car was very 
much underloaded, as 600 more birds 
were promised than were delivered, 
and the expense of handling is just the 
same for a light load. as a heavy one. 
Your Manager went with this ship- 
ment and_ gathered a lot of ‘useful 
knowledge. There is no doubt that 
this phase of our work can be made a 
most profitable one for the farmers in 
this locality, and with your permission 
we propose to.continue in this line. 

In April last we made a big change 
in policy: we now sell our stock to the 
highest bidder. To date this has work- 
ed out in a most satisfactory way. ° 

Your Manager was instructed to go 
to Calgary and interview representa- 
tives of the packers, which was done, 
and an arrangement was made with 
one firm which is considered by your 
Executive to be a good one. We would 
impress upon you that this arrange- 
ment is not permanent: it can be dis- 
continued at any time, if we are offer- 
ed a better proposition. Up to the 
present, however, we have received 
every consideration. 

We have also broadened out in our 
method of handling hogs, as we. now 
hold all desirable lights and finish 
them. This is an advahtage in several 
ways. In the event of having an over- 
load, we:can hold the Hghter hogs un- 
til the next week; or with an undér- 
load, we have a supply to draw from 
to fill up. The greatest advantage of 
all is that we ship hogs of better qual- 
ity and moro even grade, which is cer- 
tainly better business. This is not a 
money-making proposition at present, 
owing to the high price we have to 
pay for grain. However, we are not 
losing money. 

As conditions have changed consid- 
erably during the past year, 
Manager would respectfully suggest 
that some remuneration be made to 
the members of the Executive for their 
services. The amount of time these 
gentlemen have given up to the service 
of the Association is very great, and 
as it is largely through their efforts 
that the Association is now on a solid 
basis, it would seem only fair that 
they receive some recompense. 

We would ask this convention to 
consider the advisability of changing 
the name of the Association, on ac- 
count of the other activities. in which 
we are now engaged and contemplat- 
ing. 

Your Manager wishes to thank the 
members of the Executive for their 
support and assistance during the past 
year. There have bean many occas- 
sions when their advice and kindly 
words have helped the Manager out of 
difficulties, and this has been deeply 
appreciated.

LATE SPRING CHICKS 
MEAN EGG SCARCITY 


Poultry Expert Gives Warning of 
Low Production Next Winter 


“The delayed spring this year was 
responsible for many poor hatches, 
and a large proportion of late spring 
chicks, this will mean far fewer pul- 
lets than- usual,” says Prof. F. Elford 
at the Poultry Division of the Experi- 
mental Farm at Ottawa. A serious 
situation ‘has thus developed, aczord- 
ing to Canada’s chief poultry author- 
ity. At the present there are practi- 
cally no eggs in cold storage. Usually 
eggs are coming forward in heavy 
shipments at this season and the stor- 
age houses become well filled. This 
year their floors are practically bare 
and supplies in sight are more limit- 
ed than they have been for 
considerable time. 

Canadians are -today consuming 
more eggs .per capita than ever be- 
fore, and so, with this combination of 
circumstances, the late-hatched chicks 
this year present a serious problem. 

If ever there was a need for taking 
care of the pullets and bringing them 
to maturity at the earliest date, it is 
right now. In fact ‘Prof. Elford goes 
so far as to advise securing expert ad- 
vice and assistance inorder that the 
maximum of eggs: may be secured. 
Under the circumstances the poultry- 
keeper and the man or woman who 
has a few chickens in the backyard 
should do everything possible to take 
advantage of these” conditions, and 
secure such information and know- 
Jedge as will enable them to get the 
best results from their hens. He ex-
